WASHINGTON 
- A decision 
will have to be made soon 
whether there will be a cutback 
in new federal programs

said “ So far, our attacks have 
been nuisances, 
but they have 
not done any real damage to 
the 
enemy’s 
military 
potential.”

AP - The radio telescopic ob­ 
servatory here announced today 
it is receiving sensational pic­ 
tures of the moon from the So­ 
viet Luna 9 satellite. They show 
individual rocks on the moon’s 
surface, a spokesman said. 
Prof. Barabashov, an astron­ 
omer connected with the lunar 
probes, predicted “ safe land­ 
ings on the moon of manned in­ 
terplanetary ships in the near 
future.” 
Barabashov 
told 
Tass the 
achievement of Luna 9 
was 
proof that the moon’s surface 
is not covered with deep drifts 
of dust that could engulf 
a 
spacecraft. 
Tass, the official Soviet news 
agency, earlier had reported 
pictures 
were 
being trans­ 
mitted from the moon. It gave 
no indication 
when they would 
be made public. 
They are the 
first transmitted directly from 
the 
moon. 
E arlier pictures 
were dispatched from Russian 
and United States 
spacecraft 
above the moon. 
Luna 9 “ has begun scanning 
the lunar landscape and trans­ 
mitting it to the earth's sur­ 
face,” the announcement said. 
The space vehicle l a n d e d 
Thursday in an area of the 
moon that will be in direct sun­ 
light for almost two weeks. 
This would permit a number of 
pictures to be sent, if Luna 9 
continues working properly and 
sunlight can power its batter­ 
ies. 
Before 
the 
anouncement, 
the Russians had been char­ 
acteristically silent about in­ 
formation received from the 
mechanical pioneer sitting on 
the plain named the Ocean of 
Storms, though the British Ra­ 
dio Observatory at Jodrell Bank 
said Luna 9 had transmitted 
radio information and pictures. 
The official Soviet news agen­ 
cy Tass said: “ Radio contact 
with the station on the surface 
of the moon is reliable. Trans­ 
missions are on 183.538 mega, 
cycles. 
The 
instruments on 
board the station are function­ 
ing normally.” 
There was no official word on 
the size, shape, construction or 
weight of the spacecraft but it is

WASHINGTON AP - Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mans­ 
field of Montana filed today a 
cloture petition calling for an 
end to the filibuster against the 
union shop bill. 
The petition was signed by 22 
Democrats and one Republican, 
Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y. 
It brings a vote automatically 
next Tuesday 
on the debate- 
limiting procedure. 
Mansfield said Thursday that 
if this attempt fails he planned 
to file another petition Tuesday. 
This would trigger a second 
cloture vote Thursday. 
The filibuster, now in its lith 
day, has blocked Mansfield's 
efforts to bring before the Sen­ 
ate a bill to repeal Section 14B 
of the Taft-Hartley law. The 
section allows states to outlaw 
union 
shop 
contracts under 
which covered employes must 
join the union. Nineteen states 
have such bans. 
Opponents of the bill were 
confident that they would be 
able to defeat cloture as easily 
as they did last October when 
Mansfield tried it during the 
first floor fight on the same leg­ 
islation. 
The 
m easure's supporters 
conceded that they did not see 
how 
the required two-thirds 
could be mustered to choke off 
the filibuster. 
Last 
October cloture got 45 
votes while 47 senators opposed 
it. Thus it was 17 short of the 62 
that would have been required. 
Many senators believe that 
next week's tests will dispose of 
the bitterly controversial issue 
for this session. 
Hie House passed the 14B re­ 
peal bill last July 221 to 203. 
President Johnson repeatedly 
has endorsed it.

Committee, enlivened 
the renewal of public hearings 
into President Johnson's Viet 
Nam policies. 
Fulbright, 
spearheading an 
attack by Senate critics of pol­ 
icies underlying the Viet Nam 
fighting, said that we are be­ 
ginning to know what the war 
means in lives and suffering 
for Americans and South Viet­ 
namese alike. 
“ Do you know how many Viet 
Cong were killed last year?” 
Fulbright asked the witness. 
Bell said he did not have ex­ 
act figures, but he estimated it 
was nearer 30,000 than the ll,* 
247 Fulbright said his commit­ 
tee staff estimated. 
Fulbright stuck by his esti­ 
mate, and said the administra­ 
tion 
contemplates 
spending 
$15.8 billion in military and 
economic assistance to South 
Viet Nam before this fiscal year 
ends. 
With 11,247 Viet Cong killed, 
the chairman said, “ it works 
out to a very high cost per 
kill.

TOKYO (AP) — A Japanese 
airliner 
with 
133 
persons 
crashed into Tokyo Bay Friday 
night 
in what could be the 
world's worst aviation disaster 
involving a single plane. 
An airline spokesman, re­ 
porting the recovery of three 
bodies, said there was no sign 
of survivors. 
All 
- Nippon A i r w a y s , 
operators of the three-engine 
Boeing 727, announced two res­ 
cue boats picked up the bodies 
and established that the plane 
had crashed into the bay. 
Until then there had been 
hope the plane might have es­ 
caped disaster. 
It had been 
listed as missing for more than 
five hours. 
All aboard the plane were 
Japanese. 
Shortly after midnight, five 
hours after the big jet vanished, 
a Japanese lighthouse ship re­ 
ported spotting an airplane seat, 
a body and book of life-saving 
instructions. A Japanese de­ 
fense forces patrol boat sent 
word it had recovered part of a 
jet airliner wing. 
The debris was reported six 
to eight miles from Tokyo In­ 
ternational Airport, which is on 
the edge of the bay just south 
of the main part of Tokyo. 
The plane was on a 600-mile 
flight 
from Chitose, northern 
Japan,to Tokyo. 
Tile plane was 18 miles from 
the airport when it vanished 
from radar screens. 
The worst previous crash in­ 
volving a single plane brought 
death to 150 persons aboard an 
Air France Boeing 707 jetliner 
near P ans on June 3, 1962.

The two planes lost in North 
Viet Nam raised the number of 
jets downed to five since the 
resumption of the air attacks 
five days ago. UJ>. officials list 
four airmen as missing. 
A twin-jet A5A Vigilante from 
the carrier Kitty Hawk was 
crippled by ground fire Thurs­ 
day and crashed two miles off 
shore about 35 miles northeast 
of Vinh, a UjS. spokesman said. 
Rescue craft spotted the Vigi­ 
lante's life rajfts aboard two 
Communist boats leaving the 
area. The two crewmen were 
listed as missing in action. 
U#S. officials belatedly an* 
nounce 
that an A4 Skyhawk 
from the carrier Ranger was 
written off as lost and its pilot 
missing in action after it disap­ 
peared 
into cloud cover on 
Tuesday. 
The crews of the two other 
UJ3. planes lost earlier were 
rescued by helicopter. 
Hanoi Radio claimed North 
Vietnamese gunners shot down 
five UJS. jets Thursday and cap­ 
tured several American pilots. 
In South Viet Nam, a Marine 
helicopter lost altitude after it 
took off from the ChuLalcoast­ 
al airfield and settled into the 
sea 200 yards from shore.

Tito Takes Vast Supply of 
Vital Wheat From 
U.S. 
But 
Charges A m erica With 
“ In­ 
humane” Killing of Viet Cong 
Washington, D.C.: — Appar­ 
ently there is a group of policy 
m akers 
inside the American 
government whose specialty is 
feeding the hand that bites us. 
They have decided, in a ful­ 
some burst of Food-For-Peace 
magnanimity, to bolster Yugo­ 
slavia with $78.5 million worth 
of wheat. In a true fraternal 
gesture the U.S. even is laying 
out some $8 million for shipping 
costs. 
In an official statem ent the 
Yugoslav Communist regim e of 
M arshal Tito said it was grate­ 
ful. And it showed its gratitude. 
It authorized a powerful arm of 
its government to lash at P res­ 
ident Johnson’s policy of bomb­ 
ing North Viet Nam; and with 
world-wide charges that the 
U.S. was committing mass m ur­ 
der with poison gases; and by 
calling a session of the Yugo- 
slav-Cuban 
Commission for 
Economic Cooperation in Bel­ 
grade. 
The huge food shipm ents, for 
which M arshal Tito’s treasury 
need pay nothing during 1966 
and ’67, must all be delivered 
this year. Then the American 
credit arrangem ent gives the 
Socialist Federal Republic of 
Yugoslavia up to 1980 to com­ 
plete the easy installm ents. 
All this was agreed to by the 
directors of the U.S. AID ad­ 
m inistration and the Dept, of 
Agriculture. 


Half the wheat shipm ents to 
Yugoslavia go over in Amer­ 
ican ships — because George 
Meany, AFL-CIO president, and 
leaders of the waterfront unions 
have fought for at least this 
share of the traffic. But the 
other half voyages in the holds 
of vessels owned by men and 
nations who do business with 
North Viet Nam, Cuba or other 
Communist lands. 
C ritics of the Belgrade gov­ 
ernm ent do not object to ’the 
feeding of the hungry people of 
Yugoslavia. What is now re­ 
sented 
is the attack 
being 
mounted by their 
government 
and its controlled fronts upon 
the U.S. during the very time 
that the succoring wheat is be­ 
ginning to flow into the empty 
Belgrade granaries. 
Not the least vituperative of 
the assaults on the U.S. has 
come from the Confederation of 


Trade Unions of Yugoslavia. Its 
official organ has just arrived 
here. This is the English ver­ 
sion of the publication which is 
issued in four languages and 
distributed to opinion-making 
newsmen, 
intellectuals, labor 
leaders 
and government 
of- 
ticials across the world. 
Apparently, 
as part of this 
unique b arter for U.S. wheat, 
the publication calls America 
“ inhumane.” 
“ The Yugoslav trade unions 
energetically condemn the use 
of m ilitary gases and other 
means for m ass destruction,” 
says the publication after de­ 
nouncing the 
U.S. as 
m ili­ 
taristic, im perialistic and ag­ 
gressive. 
The Yugoslav labor magazine 
refers to Ho Chi Minh’s gov­ 
ernm ent as the Democratic Re­ 
public of Viet Nam. The edition 
says bluntly, “ towards the end 
of March, American units used 
poison gas against the Viet 
Cong liberation forces in South 
Viet Nam. . .the use of gases 
inflicts suffering on the in­ 
nocent population in South Viet 
Nam.” 
There are further vitriolic at­ 
tacks by the Yugoslavian editors 
upon 
“ responsible American 
c irc le s.” Thus there is a di­ 
rect attack on the same gov­ 
ernm ent which is helping to feed 
the Yugoslavs despite the sharp 
difference in ideologies between 
Washington 
and 
Belgrade. 
There appears to be little “ In­ 
humane” about this dispatch of 
life-giving food. 
Furtherm ore, 
American la­ 
bor specialists, who monitor 
Yugoslav labor activities, point 
out that the Yugoslav labor con­ 
federation has leaders who are 
in M arshal Tito’s government 
itself. The Confederation is an 
integral part of the Yugoslav 
Communist 
P arty’s 
central 
com m ittee. 
Thus some of its officials, as 
this columnist can report from 
personal 
discussions in Bel­ 
grade, also double as govern­ 
ment leaders. So they are privy 
to 
their 
own 
intelligence 
sources. This means they, of 
course, know the U.S. is not 
using poison gas, nor is it 
guilty of the other crim es with 
which 
the Confederation 
of 
Trade Unions’ officials charge 
A m erica’s forces. 
Obviously the world’s political 
aviary now has its share of 
vultures as well as hawks and 
doves and owls.

SUGAR BEETS DELAYED 
Talk of the sugar l>eet as a new crop for 
northwestern Tennessee and southeastern Mis­ 
souri will be heard only rarely for the next 
several years. 
There was a good deal of interest last year. 
But when the year was over a sugar act had 
been enacted by Congress, freezing the situation 
until 1972. 
In the recent past five sugar beet plants have 
l>een built in new areas, and one has been 
added in an old area. There also has been an 
increase of production from 2,304,000 tons to 
3,322,000 tons a year. But Congress has put a 
3,025,000-ton marketing ceiling on the crop. 
Only a poor crop last year, in sugar yield 
per acre, held production within the quota and 
prevented a sharp reduction in the acreage to 
be planted this season. 
With a reduction in acres narrowly averted 
this year, and with sugar l>eet areas added 
elsewhere, a new plant to take a local crop 
seem s to be out of reach. For many years 
sugar has had an artificial price and market 
assignments as a part of this nation’s foreign 
policy. 
Prices established by comjjetition would be 
lower, probably too low to interest farm opera­ 
tors in the upper cotton belt. This leaves spon­ 
sors of the sugar beet in the Memphis area 
in the situation of being shut out of the price 
that would interest them by the controls that 
create that price.

President Lyndon B. Johnson’s efforts to spread 
the Great Society on a global basis aren’t without 
merit but his timing is wrong. 
With this country standing on the verge of 
inflation and with a changing economic emphasis 
to permit the nation to pay for the increasing 
costs of the war in Viet Nam while maintaining 
a tremendously expensive domestic spending 
program at home, opening up the financial 
sluice gates to the four corners of the world 
doesn’t make sense. 
Foreign aid has had an increasingly rough 
tim e in Congress in recent times. 
There is no reason to believe that Congress 
will treat Johnson’s efforts to increase the 
spending many times over the historic pattern 
will get a friendlier reception. They shouldn’t. 


There has been much criticism of waste in 
foreign aid. Graft is a way of life in many 
overseas nations, a much more firmly rooted 
pattern of doing than in this relatively young 
country. 
There has been some graft, a great deal of 
waste and considerable political boondoggling 
in the administration of the poverty program in 
this country. 
Heavens knows what would happen if the 
country opened a free wheeling, big spending 
international program patterned after this coun­ 
try’s war in poverty, which was rushed into 
being without much thought or advance prepara­ 
tion. 
The gravy train forms on the right. 
The nation is unable to do all the things Johnson 
asks of it all at once. 
There is not enough money. 
There is not enough manpower. 
There isn’t even enough savvy. 
But the desire to improve the conditions of 
people living abroad is a goal worth keeping 
in view. 
The United States doesn’t have much chance 
of living long in peace — standing, as it does, 
in an island of plenty—surrounded by people 
who are poor, ignorant and hungry. 
The contrast is sharp and it is too great. 
Ways must be found to educate these people 
and to show them how- they can help themselves 
improve their standard of living. 
Whether the Great Society approach is the way 
to do it is open to question but they must get 
help from this, the richest nation in the world.

They were so bad that the per­ 
sonally popular American am­ 
bassador, Edwin Relschauer, 
married to the daughter of a 
former Japanese premier, had 
been asked not to speak in 
public. 
Here is the inside story of what 
the Vice President did in Tokyo. 
Before 
Humfrirey 
went 
to 
Japan the State Department gave 
him a two-hour briefing, then 
summarized In one memo the “ 
peace 
proposals 
the United 1 
States had made regarding Viet 
Nam. 
The various proposals 
added up 14 points. Humphrey 
was quite Impressed with the 
document. 
President Johnson 
was a bit skeptical. 
“ There’s nothing new In that," 
he remarked. 
’’What’s new is the fact that 
all our peace proposals have 
been put down In black and 
white and in order. Before, 
they were like spaghetti and 
m eatballs," Hubert told him. 
Conferring with Premier Sato 
In Tokyo, the Vice President 
had the 14-point memo In his 
pocket but wasn’t planning to 
show It to the Japanese. How­ 
ever, Premier Sato complained 
rather bitterly about the Amer­ 
ican position In Viet Nam and 
the bad reaction against the 
United States especially since 
our tombing of North Viet Nam. 
He said lie was having trouble 
with his political opposition. 
’’I don’t believe you realize 
how far we’ve gone to pro­ 
mote peace," the Vice P res­ 
ident told Sato. ’’I have in my 
pocket a list of all our peace 
W l*vi held over IOO 
conversations with foreign gov­ 
ernments trying to make clear 
our position. Let me read you 
this." 
Humphrey read the 14-point 
memo to Sato. It included our 
willingness to negotiate under 
the Geneva Treaty of 
1954, 
prevkmsiv 
spumed by John 
Foster Dulles, which provides 


tor elections to deride whether 
North and South Viet Nam should 
unite. 
Premier Sato was much Im­ 
pressed. 
“ Do I have your permission 
to make your position known 
to the Russians through my 
foreign minister when he goes 
to Moscow?" Sato asked. 
“ Not only do you have my 
perm ission," replied the Vice 
President, “ but I urge you to - 
do so." 
Sato asked lf he could have 
a copy of the memo. Hum­ 
phrey turned to Ambassador 
Relschauer and Jack Valenti 
of the White House staff. They 
saw no object Ion. Several copies 
were made and Premier Sato 
had his press secretary read 
all 14 points to the Japanese 
newspapermen. There were big 
headlines the next day. 
Editorial reaction from Japan 
since that time indicates that 
the tide previously very critical 
of the United States has been * 
turning. 
BLIZZARD & COPTERS 
It took the Viet Nam war to 
develop the helicopter as an 
arm of the military, and it 
took the big blizzard of *66 
to highlight the helicopter as 
a means of local transportation. 
With highways blocked, local 
copter companies were deluged 
with business. The Washington- 
Baltimore Helicopter Airways 
even got a call from a farmer 
near Leesburg, Va., wanting a 
helicopter sent to carry him 
from his home over the drifts 
to his barn.

Tito Takes Vast Supply of 
Vital Wheat From U.S. But 
Charges 
America With “ In­ 
humane" Killing of Viet Cong 
Washington, D.C.: — Appar­ 
ently there is a group of policy 
makers 
inside the American 
government whose specialty is 
feeding the hand that bites us. 
They have decided, iii a ful­ 
some burst of Food-F or-Peace 
magnanimity, to bolster Yugo­ 
slavia with $78.5 million worth 
of wheat. In a true fraternal 
gesture the U.S. even is laying 
out some $8 million for shipping 
costs. 
In an official statement the 
Yugoslav Communist regime of 
Marshal Tito said it was grate­ 
ful. And it showed its gratitude. 
It authorized a powerful arm of 
its government to lash at Pres­ 
ident Johnson's policy of bomb­ 
ing North Viet Nam; and with 
world-wide charges that the 
U.S. was committing mass mur­ 
der with poison gases; and by 
calling a session of the Yugo- 
slav-Cuban 
Commission for 
Economic Cooperation in Bel­ 
grade. 
The huge food shipments, for 
which Marshal Tito’s treasury 
need pay nothing during 1966 
and ’67, must all to delivered 
this year. Then the American 
credit arrangement gives the 
Socialist Federal Republic of 
Yugoslavia up to 1980 to com­ 
plete the easy installments. 
All this was agreed to by the 
directors of the U.S. AID ad­ 
ministration and the Dept. of 
Agriculture. 


Half the wheat shipments to 
Yugoslavia go over in Amer­ 
ican ships — because George 
Meany, AFL-CIOpresldent, and 
leaders of the waterfront unions 
have fought for at least this 
share of the traffic. But the 
other half voyages in the holds 
of v essels owned by men and 
nations who do bushless with 
North Viet Nam, Cuba or other 
Communist lands. 
C ritics of the Belgrade gov­ 
ernment do not ohject to the 
feeding of the hungry people of 
Yugoslavia. What is now re­

shirts symbolize their graves. 
With arm s outstretched they 
whirl incessantly to the slow 
tempo of ancient music until it 
purifies their souls to help them 
reach unity with God. 
For the Whirling Dervishes, 
materialism is banal and tem­ 
porary, while love of God is the 
ultimate and everlasting goal. 
The Whirling Dervishes of the 
Mevlevi order were founded 
seven centuries ago in this Ana- 
tolian city by Mevlana Celaled- 
dln Rumi — which means "Our 
Master Celaleddin the Anatoli­ 
an," 
He has been described as a 
philosopher, scholar and the 
greatest Turkish mystic poet. 
His works have been translated 
into many languages. 
Rembrandt could not resist 
painting his portrait even 400 
years after Mevlana's death.A, 
J . Arberry, a British Oriental­ 
ist, judged him as "one of the 
world's greatest mystic poets." 
He has inspired hundreds of 
scholars, composers, artists :* 
and poets. 
"When I die," Mevlana said, 
"there will be a marriage. Run, 
play, call everyone. For though 
it is death on this side, it is birth 
on the other/* 
And in compliance with his 
appeal, a commemoration cere­ 
mony, lf not a marriage, is held 
here every year in December to 
honor the death of the order's 
founder. 
Last December more than 
100,000 Turks and foreigners 
thronged into this ancient capi­ 
tal of the Seljuk Empire to at­ 
tend the week-long celebrations 
• honoring the 692nd anniversary 
of Mevlana's death. 
There are reportedly about IO 
million Mevlevls throughout the 
Middle East, including Syria, 
Iraq, Iran and Egypt. Four mil­ 
lion followers are in Turkey. 
Though outlawed by Kemal 
Ataturk — founder of modern 


Turkey — since the establish­ 
ment of the Republic of Turkey 
in 1923, the Whirling Dervishes 
were allowed to whirl publicly 
in exhibition dances by the late 
Premleadnan Meneres in 1953. 
The Whirling Dervishes, with 
their right hand turned upward 
and their left palm down, spin 
as an orchestra plays the an­ 
cient Mevlevi music. The posi­ 
tion of the hands signifies taking 
from God and giving to man — 
or the rejection of materialism 
and belief in spiritual values. 
The Whirling Dervishes have 
high 
hats 
that 
look 
like 
stretchedout fezes, and flowing 
robes which fan out as they turn 
counterclockwise. Their whir­ 
ling is called "sem a," which 
means "sky" or "heaven" in 
Persian, and symbolizes the 
planets revolving around the 
sun — and this connotes "man 
in search of God." 


From 20 to 25 Whirling Der­ 
vishes spin on the floor to the 
accompaniment of an orchestra 
of flutes, violins and drums. 
There are sad tunes reminis­ 
cent of Mevlana's time. The 
session ends with a prayer.

At forward were Jim Tibbetts, 
6-7, and Ray Simpson, 6-3 and 
212 pounds. 
The guards were 6-5 Pete Bel- 
son and 5-11 Le Roy Brown. 
They had a 20-4 record before 
McPherson upset them in the 
state tournament. 
They received many honors, 
and Simpson was named to an 
All-America team. 
Simpson went to College of 
Emporia, where he started as 
a freshman on both the football 
teams. 
Pete Nelson enrolled at Wash­ 
burn University in 
Topeka. 
Coach Norm Short called him 
“ the best freshman I’ve ever 
had.” 
Lang went to Kansas Univer­ 
sity and Brown at Emporia 
State. Tibbetts followed Lang to 
Kansas when he graduated the 
following year.

CARK 
in Viet Nam works

We can 
approve

ments for shipping them, or the

rangem ents for transportation.

w arfare,” 
strikes 
horror in the hearts of many 
A m ericans 
because 
we 
e r­ 
roneously tend to associate it 
with brainwashing 
and

Both 
the Viet Cong 
and the Allies 
in Viet Nam 
use a great deal 
'M psychological 
w arfare. It 
consists of such tlr~gs 
as 
dropping propaganda 
leaflets 
in Viet Cong 
areas 
as well 
as in North Viet Nam, putting 
on m usical and comedy shows 
with propaganda 
overtones, 
broadcasting the voices ofex- 
Viet 
Congs 
to come over to 
the side of the Government. 
Rallies 
in villages 
explain 
why the Viet 
Cong 
and 
the 
Government 
are fighting and 
why South Vietnamese, Korean, 
Filipino, American 
and other 
troops 
are presently in 
the 
country. 
Backing up the ,(psyw ar” pro­ 
gram 
is civic 
action. This 
includes 
construction 
of 
schools, 
clinics, 
bridges, 
roads 
and 
such things. It 
also includes 
feeding, 
cloth­ 
ing 
and 
sheltering 
refugees 
and other war victim s, and, 
in general, 
just helping 
the 
peasants over whom the war is 
being fought. 
This is

Our 
work with the m ilitary 
began because we needed help 
with transportation, travel and 
distribution of CARE packages 
With

We 
could not 
cover the country 
adequately, nor could we dis­ 
cover 
the needs in remote 
areas. 
Since

agencies 
have a vast air net- 
woifc and 
representatives in 
every province and most dis­ 
tric ts in the country, we needed 
them. 
They needed 
us 
for 
com m odities 
not 
available 
through their channel^. 
Thus 
evolved a c o o p e ra te program 
which has 
grown into a signi­ 
ficant American eflort to help 
the V ietnam ese. 
These non- 
CARE America is usually work 
alm ost 
exclusively 
in civi 
action/social welfare program s 
to save lives, tc raise 
living 
standards 
of poor Vietnamese 
peasants and to make life less 
for the refugees, 
how 
civic action 
In 
every 
province 
("like our states) and every ac­ 
cessible district (like our coun­ 
tie s ) 
there is 
at least 
one 
m ilitary civic action advisor 
who works with a Vietnamese 
counterpart. In addition, other 
officers 
and men attached t > 
units other 
than district and 
provincial advisory team s are 
involved in civic action. CARE 
inform s these personnel of the 
availability of 
commodities 
and furnishes them with re ­ 
quest form s and information 
about 
CARE’s 
purposes and 
needs. 
Based on their investigations 
in the field, 
these 
American 
personnel 
submit requests to 
CARE. An army captain might 
visit a village with Ids Viet­ 
namese counterpart 
and dis­ 
cover that the children in 
an 
elem entary school are espec­ 
ially needy; perhaps 
the area 
suffers from poor soil and can­ 
not 
grow 
decent crops. For 
technical help the civic action 
officers would consult an ex­ 
pert in this field.

The 
request comes to one of 
CARE’s offices signed by both 
the m ilitary advisor 
and the 
AID provincial representative. 
We 
have our main office 
in 
Saigon 
and 
sub-offices

Tho in the Mekong Delta. The 
CARE representative who re­ 
ceives the request 
evaluates 
it 
and either 
sends or takes 
the approved CARE packages to 
the man in the field 
or a r­ 
ranges 
for him to pick them 
up. 
Every 
two weeks CARE and 
Catholic Relief Services meet 
with officers 
from the 
Mili­ 
tary Assistance Command rep­ 
resenting logistics, 
political 
w arfare, civic action, adm inis­ 
tration and the chaplain corps.

these meetings 
we dis­ 
cuss our mutual problem s and 
ways to solve them. 
Trans­ 
portation is always among the

ham lets. M arines areresjton- 
sible for package distributions 
and supervision of their use. 
The arrangem ent 
works this 
way; 
Marine units move into 
a new' area 
and establish re­ 
lations 
with

officials. 
Consultations are held regard­ 
ing priority needs, 
and re­ 
quests are decided upon 
and 
written 
up by the 
unit civic 
action officer 
for approval by

U.S. Navy advisors accompany 
the Vietnamese 
crew and are 
responsible 
for distribution 
of CARE supplies. 
This ship 
also transports CARE supplies 
when we 
have 
com modities 
going somewhere on or near the

route. 
Many private 
schools, hospitals and orphan­ 
ages, 
as well as individuals 
do not qualify for certain types

And for people who do qualify

If your deductions were great­ 
e r than the standard deduction 
allowed everyone for expenses 
without 
listing them, 
claim 
them in full but then you must 
item ize them and use Form 1040 
for your return. 
For details, read the instruc­ 
tion sheet sent taxpayers by the 
Internal Revenue Service or for 
50 cents buy its 160-page l>ook- 
le t, 
“ Your 
Federal 
Income 
T ax ," 
which gives 
details, 
ru le s, and far more examples 
than listed here. 
F or example: The details on 
excluding sick pay from your 
taxable income cover 
seven 
pages. 
You can deduct state income 
taxes, real estate and state gas­ 
oline taxes but not federal gaso­ 
line taxes -- the states and 
th eir gasoline tax rates are in 
the instruction sheet--personal 
property 
taxes; 
state 
sales 
taxes -- the instruction sheet 
has a list of the states, their 
sa le s taxes, and how much you 
can reasonably deduct in acco r­ 
dance 
with your income and 
fam ily size--in terest on a p e r­ 
sonal loan, on a house mortgage, 
on delinquent taxes, and on p e r­ 
sonal property bought on the in­ 
stallm ent plan, like an automo­ 
bile or a dishwasher. 
You can exclude the first $100 
of your stock dividends— $200 iff

You can deduct IO cents a 
m ile for the first 15,000 m iles 
and seven cents a mile th e re ­ 
after for business use of your 
car.

o r from theft or casualty, like 
a storm 
that damaged your 
house or an accident that dam ­ 
aged your car, if it wasn’t 
covered by insurance. If your 
auto accident was due to your 
wilfulness, you can't deduct at 
all. 
Y'ou can deduct transportation 
co sts for going to get medical 
ca re — like bus, train, taxi or 
plane fare -- or, if you use 
your own car, you can deduct 
five cents a mile. 
And if you work free for a

You can deduct contributions

Y'ou cannot deduct for federal 
income taxes;

Y’ou cannot deduct gifts to

T here’s no room here for 
many other kinds of deductions 
you can take or benefits you can 
take, like moving or travel

Hearnes said the national av­ 
erage increase for two years is 
39 per cent but during the first 
two years of his administration 
the M.U. budget has 
been in­ 
creased 52.9 per cent.

was done with Ellis' consent. 
E llis said the recommenda­ 
tion “ illustrates the absolute 
necessity of a bond issue to 
catch up on our building needs 
in institutions of higher edu­ 
cation."
